picked up about 600. On'y one of 
the Jjpanese ships was hit. Twi 
Japare-e were killed and stv-n in- 
jured. 


CONDITION OF THE RUSSIA" FLEET 
At the beginning of tha war Russia 


had in the far east, at Port Arthur, 
Vladivostok and Chemulpho, eighteen 
effective battleships and cruisers Of 
ibis great fighting force six hav^ been 
lost, one is totally disabled and tmther 
is repairing in Chinese ports, while 
seven have be :n badly dannged in battlr 
and are bottkd i p it Port Artbnr at the 
mercy of the Japanese Isni batteries 
and Togo's fleet. 


There remains only to Russia four 


cruisers, the Askold, which is disabled 
and which is making repairs at the 
Chinese port oi Woosung; the Rossis 
and Gremoboi, damaged in battle and 
in fl!ght, and the Novik, also in fl git

Hl> Narrow Encape from a Ballet Aimed at 


Ills Heart. 


EDITORS GAZETTE:—William H. Feast- 


er's letter in THK GAZETTE recalls an 
incident of the civil war which shows 
how readily a man may be induced to 
believe that he has slain one of the 
enemy and yet ba mistaken. An occur- 
rence of this nature came under my 
personal observation. 


In May, 1864, General Butler's forces 


were advancing toward Richmond, Va., 
from the south. The brigade to which 
the 55th Pa. Regt. belonged was on 
the railroad when, on the 13th, we 
came near the forces of the enemy, and 
advance parties were sent forward to 
reconnoitre. 
Col. Richard 
White, 


of the 55th Regt, commanded the bri- 
gade. He rode up to Captain Living- 
ston and gave him some instructions 
and orders. 
The captain called out 


Sargeant Solomon Miller, of Co. H, 
and told him to select five men; Miller 


E elected John C. Eily, Henry H. Darr, 
Jscob Darr, Samuel I. Hammer and D 
M, Wonders. Sergeant Abram was 
put in command of twenty men of the 
company. Sergeant Miller was direct- 
ed to advance cautiously along the rail- 
road to find out the position of the 
enemy, Sergeant Dur was to follow 
about forty paces in the rear. If Mil- 
ler's party were fired upon they were 
to wait for Darr to come up, but if 
they were fiercely assailed they were 
to retire to Darr's party, and all make 
a stand till the regiment came up. 
Miller started with his men along the 
railrcad. We had not gone far when 
we met a mac, a Union officer, appar- 
ently; he had a cap which indicated 
that he belonged to the 6th Conn. Regt. 
and, is we knew this regiment was 
somewhere in the vicinity, we believed 
that be was a Union officer; subsequent 
events, however, indicated that he was 
an enemy is disguise- Be this as it 
miy, we were misled by his state- 
ment. We asked him if there were any 
of our men between us and the enemy. 
Be said, ''Our cavalry patrol are in 
front," and passed on. We soon came 
to a short, but tolerably deep, cut in 
the railroad; Miller divided his squad, 
sending two men along the right of the 
road, two men in it, and kept the other 
with him on the left. What immedi- 
ately transpired will be given as re- 
lated by the one who accompanied Ser- 


myself from the fence; I did not jump 
from it, that might have been fatal. 
In throwing myself the head moved 
first, whereas, in jumping, other parts 
of the body would be put in motion 
first. As I made the quick jerk of my 
head to one side I felt the ball turn a 
Icckof hair aside, just above the left 
car, my hair, at thn time, being quite 
long. 'I firmly believe that the ball 
would have struck ma in the forehead, 
had I not m«da the quick jerk for the 
purpose of throwing myself from the 
fence; also, had I been looking in the 
direction the sergeant went, I have no 
doubt I would have been hit. I fell 
to the ground SB if shot; immediately 
after I fell Miller fired. He had gote 
through the cut and got behind a pile 
of fence rails. I could see the smoke 
of his gun from where I lay. I held my 
gun close to my body and rolled over 
and over till I got to the edge of the 
bank and tumbled down into the ditch 
in the cut. 


The other four men joined m^, and 


we fell back, as directed, to Dirt's 
party. The enemy opened fire upon 
us in earnest; the bulls flew thick in 
tho cut, glancing from the railb, und 
embedding themse^es in the ties, but, 
fortunately, hi't;nr none of us 
S T- 


geant Miller could not get back, but 
remained behind the pile of rails till 
the regiment advanced, whon he fell 
in with the company, us wo all did." 


Now, if ever a man cculd^eel assured 


that he shot another, in time o' war, 
this man could Buy positively tint he 
shot the man who stood upon the fence, 
yet he did not. He could justly Iiy 
claim to the distinction, for his shot 
was the first one fired on this part of 
our lines, and he kuow that no one 
else fired at the same time, Sergeant 
Miller's shot, fired soon after, was the 
second. 


Here is an incident that shows how 


vague the claim of having sped the 
fatal ball may ba, even when clothed 
with, apparently, positive certainty. 


The principal actor in th's narrative 


was once asked why he did not relate 
this at a "campflre" when the regi- 
ment had a re-union at Bedford. He 
said some might think it was only 
to boast about it, and others might 
think it improbable. 


On first thought, it might seem im- 


pcbsibla to move any thing out of the 
course of a ball when seeing the smoke 
of the gun, but the statement is in 
accord with scientific principles. There 
is a law in Physics that the larger the 
projectile the less the velocity, hence 
a large minnie ball would not fly as 
swiftly as the small ball used in the 
old game rifle. One of Miller's party 
has given, in writing, a statement cor- 
roborating this incident, and that he 
thought the man was killed when he 
saw him fall from the fence. 


Of the six men composing the ad- 


vance party, Sergeant Miller was 
wounded and captured at Drury's Bluff 
on the 16th, three days afterward, and 
died in prison; Samuel I. Ha-nmer died 
a fsw years ago and his remains lie in 
the cemetery above Schellsburg; Com- 
rades Henry and Jacob Darr reside in 
Ohic; John C. Ealy, ia Schellsburg; 
the other nefr New Paris. All are 
approaching the time of the "Bivouac 
of the Dead."

"When we got to the top of the bank 


we saw a mounted man some distance 
ahead of us on our side of the road, ap- 
parently attired in our cavalry uni- 
form. There was a small field on the 
left of the road, but on the right thick 
woods extended to tha edge of the road; 
his horse was turned from the railroad, 
but standing still, and the man would 
occasionally look to his rear, 
His 


movements vere somewhat suspicious 
and we had a short conversation about 
his status. Miller said that we could 
easily pick him off if we were sure he 
via? a rebel, and asked me whether we 
had better shoot him or not. I told 
him that he was in command; if he or- 
dered me to shoot I wonld; but, for 
my part, I would rather let ten rebels 
escape than risk the chance of killing 
one of our own men; we decided, how- 
ever, to let him go, as the statement 
made by the supposed Union officer we 
met led us to believe he might be one 
of our own men. By this time we no- 
ticed a small group of men beyond the 
cut on the other side of the road; they 
were partially hidden in the bushes 
and we could not d etermine their stand- 
ing. Firing in the direction en our 
right indicated that the other division 
of our corps had engaged the enemy, 
and we thought that these might be 
non-combatants between the lines,and 
that they were seeking a place of safety • 
The mounted man made a signal with 
his hand and suddenly galloped off into 
the bushes; this convinced us that he 
wss an enemy, but we were still in 
doubt about the men on the light of 
the road. Miller said that he would 
go down onto the railroad and to the 
end of the cut, and that I should keep 
a lookout and report to him if they 
were rebel soHiera. There was an old 
worm fenca' about four feet high near 
us, and, to have a better view, I stood 
erect up in the top of it, with my gun 
in my hand, and in open view, watch- 
ing the group of men in the bushes; 
presently they crossed the road to the 
side I wss on, and I saw that they were 
soldiers, as they were carrying their 
guns at 'trail arms.' After crossing 
the road they crouched down in a 
bunch of dried grass of the previous 
year's growth, and I could not see 
them, as some low bushes intervened 
Mindful only of the sergeant, and not 
thinking of my exposed position, I 
called out; 'Miller, they are retails; 
I see their guns!' I kept my eyes, how- 
aver, on the clump of grata all the 
time, and, as I called to Miller, I saw 
a puff of smoke in it; I was satisBed 
that I was the cnly one in sight, that 
the shot was aimed at me. Thought

Interesting Features of the Great St. Loula 


Exposition. 


Nearly half a million dollars a~e 


offered in prizes in the live stock com- 
petition at the world's fair. The expo 
sition has offered 8280,307 and special 
prizes offered by the state commissions, 
foreign governments and breeders' 
association swell the total a hundred 
thousand dollars more. Besides these 
sums many other special prizas are 
offered. 


Two caribou, or water buffalo, are 


exhibited in the Visayan village on the 
Philippine reservation at the great 
fair. Ia the islands they are used BS 
beafats of burden. 


A six-foot model of the private car 


u;ed by King Edward VII of England 
is a part of the Northwestern railroad 
exhibit in tho Palace of Transportation 
at the fair. The car is an exact work- 
ing replica of the originil. 


A feature of the musical program at 


the world's fair are the "missed baud" 
concerts. Three bands are combined, 
making an organization of more than 
150 musicians. 


An old rocking chair, which was 


used for meny years by Daniel Web- 
ster, is on exhibition in the Vermont 
building at the exposition. It is just a 
plain, old-fashioned rocking chair, but 
few visitors go through the building 
without inspecting the old relic, and 
sitting in it for a few minutes.^ 


Nebraska has a special exhibit of 


popcorn in the Palace of Agriculture 
at the world's fair. Nebraska stands 
at the head in the yield of popcorn. 
All last year's crop has been bought by 
a world's ±air concession. 


The minerals of Alaska are sho na in 


an extensive exhibit of 64 cases of gold, 
silver ard copper ore, collected from 
all sections ol tha country.

HUNTING FOR TALISMANS. 


An Amcrli'nii'x Oilil Expedition to an 


fiRNt Indian Temple. 


When the late Professor Sommerville 


of the University of Pennsylvania, the 
learned collector at. gems, charms and 
mascots, had set his mind on some 
curio heard of in one of his meetings 
with orientals, nothing could bar the 
way. 
Were it in the- center of the 


desert of Sahara or on the topmost 
pinnacle of the Himalaya mountains, 
he would go after it and keep np the 
search until the treasure was found, 
purchased and placed on exhibition at 
the university museum. 


American gold was Professor Som- 


merville's magnet wherever he went. 
He thus described its effect on one of 
his expeditions: 


"On one occasion we desired to visit 


the famous Dilwarra temples in India, 
and for that purpose engaged two jin- 
rikishas and a number of natives to 
draw them, about twelve in all. The 
temples, as you know, are set in a mag- 
nificent grove of mango trees on a 
mountain top and surrounded by great 
hills. With a fair measure of tact and 
money I hoped to secure from the peo- 
ple of the vicinity some of their odd 
talismans and rings. 
I said to the 


chief rickshaw man: 'Now, Lala, what 
will you do for me it I double your 
pay? I want to make this journey in 
half time, and if you accomplish it you 
shall be doubly paid.' 


"He went to his helpers at once and 


informed them that I was a prince. 
We started out under the contract. He 
ran ahead of the convoy, raising both 
hands in the air and crying to the as- 
tounded people: 'Here comes a prince. 
Down with you. Here comes a prince.' 


"And during the entire twelve miles 


ride I was treated to the un-American 
experience of seeing the people cover 
their faces and drop abjectly to the 
ground in obeisance and salutation, on- 
ly daring to look at me throufth their part- 
ed lingers. But my amusement at thus 
being treated as a prince was nothing 
to the gratification I experienced in se- 
curing from this people—who did not 
dare to refuse so august a personage 
ns I—some of the most interesting in- 
scribed talismans that I have in my 
collection."—P.ooklovers' Magazine.

Ringing, RorlcN That Somid Like a 


Bell When Struck. 


With all manner of legends cluster- 


ing around tlieir history and various 
reasons given by geologists for tlieir 
presence, the Kinging rocks, two miles 
north of Pottstown, Pa., are the great- 
est natural wonders of Montgomery 
county. 
Although these rocks and 


bowlders are scattered over a large ex- 
tent of territory, there is one place, 
covering over two acres, where they lie 
so closely together as to suggest that 
that particular spot was tile center of 
a volcanic disturbance that rent tho 
earth and piled the rocks as they are 
today. It is the general opinion that 
the spot was once the crater of a vol- 
cano. 


A rich, bell-like tone, produced by 


striking some of the stones with n ham- 
mer, explains in part why Hie name of 
"Kinging rocks" was given them. Vis- 
itors carried off some of the- smaller 
stones of unusual musical quality, but 
this practice has been stopped. 


Located some distance away from 


the main deposit of rocks arc grotesque 
formations like the Haystack rock, 
looking like a petrified haystack, but 
rent from top to bottom by a convul- 
sion of nature which probably also 
made it a "leaning tower." 
In the 


Bullfrog rock a company of soldiers 
could stand, the Umbrella rod; could 
shelter twenty or thirty, and tho Stone 
House and Cave, rising thirty feet in 
height and covering luilf nn acre of 
ground, suggests some of tlio wonders 
of the Yosemite. 


A cave nnder the rocks was pene- 


trated several years ago by Pv. W. Ii 
Shaner and J. S. Biilir. who upon 
throwing a slope into an opening could 
hear it reverberating for a great dis- 
tance and-then fall into a body of wa- 
ter. This is surrounded by many leg- 
ends. 
One is that robbers made it 


their rendezvous and into it carried ail 
their plunder, defying pursuers to fol- 
low. 
Because of tbe danger of acci- 


dents to venturesome boys the en- 
trance to the cave has been closed.— 
New York Telegram.
